Althowgh, as wo shall seo, the natives 
of have consiicrable pro- 
gress in sovcral of the useful arts, they 
ere. in many respects, the most barbar- 
ous ond savage raco now existing upon 
ihe globo. 

The intercourse they have had wit, 
white men has produced some effect on 
their political conJition, but does nut ap. 
pear to have had tio least influence in 
mitigating the ba tba tous ferocity of 
character, If thie gronp, therefore, may 
be seen the vage in his state of nature; 
end Comparison of his character with 
that of the ‘natives of the ir 
which the gorpe! bas been plrofitaby 

roached, will enable our readers to furm 

better estimate of tho valucof missions. 
ty labors, than can well beacquired in 
ney other manner. 

Tho Feejoeans arc generally abovo he 
middie height, andexhibit a great taricty 
of figere. Among them the chiefs are 
toll, weill - made. sad muscular; «hile the 
lower orders manifest the meagerness 
arising from laborious service and scanty 
nourishment. Their complexion lies, in 
gonersl, between that of the black and 
copperscelorcd races, although instances 
of bath extremes are to be met with, thus 
indicating descent from two d. ferent 
Une ol theac, the copper colored, 
is no doubt the same as that whence the 
Tonzese sre derived. 

None of them equal the natives of 
T in beauty of person. ‘The faces 
of te great number ere long. with » 
larce mouth, good and well-set teeth, end 
well formed nose, lastances, however, 
fro by no means rere, of narrow and 
Neh forcheads, flat noses, and thick lips. 
with a broad short chin; till, they have 
neothing ahout them ef the nego type 
Evon the frizzled appearance of the bair, 
which is almost universal, and which 
first sight seems oa distinct natura! 
ehsracteristic, | was. afier along 
qua ima c with their habits, inclined to 
Recribe to artificial gauses. Ileeides the 
long bushy beards and mustaches, which 
are always worn by the chiefs, they have 
great quantity of hair on their bodies 
This, with the peculiar proportion he. 
tween their thighs and the calves of their 
loge, brings them ne*rer fo tho whites 
than any of the Polynesian races visited

The eyes of the Fecjecans are usualy 
fme. hoing black and pene'rating. Sora, 
however, have them rod and — 
which may probably be ascribed to ava 
drinking. 

The expression of their coontenances 
is weusly restless and watchful; they

In the process of dtesving the hair, it 
is woll anointed with oil, mixed with e 
carboneceous black, until it is completely 
soturated. Tie barber then takes the 
hairpia’, which is a loog slender rod, 
made of tortuise-ebell of bone, and pro- 
ceeds twitch almost every scporate 
hair. is causes it to frizzle aod stand 
erect. The bush of hair is then trimmed 
smucth, dy eingeiag it until it has the ap 
pearance of an immense wig. Whoa 
this lias been fioished, a piece of ta pa. so 
fine as to resemble tissue~ps per, is wound

Viuleru. To deity they define that 
the spirit gocs unmediately after death 
‘for purification or to receive sentence. 
Prom his tribunal the spirit is supposoJ 
to return ond remaia about the aumber 
or temple of its former abode. 

| All spirits, however, are not bolieved 
to be permitted to roach the judgemcot 
sent of Ndengei, for, upon the road it i; 
_sopposed that an enormous giant. armed 
with a lorge axe, stends constanily or, 
the watch. With this weapon he endvay 
ora to. wound all who altompt to pass h m 
| Thove who ace wounded dare aot present 
themselves to Ndengei, and ace obliged 
to wander about ia tho mountain 
, Whether the spirit be sounded or dot. 
depends not upon the conduct in lifer bu 
they ascribe sn escape from the blow 
, wholly to good luck. 

Stories are prevalent of persons who 
have succeeded ty passing the monster 
. without injury. One of these. which was 
told me by a white pilot, will saflice to 
show the character of this superstition. 
A powerful cluef, who bad died, and 
-beon interred with all due ceremony, 
finding that he had to pass this giant, 
“who. ia the legend, is siationed in the 
Muturiki channel, loaded his gun, which 
had been buried with him, and prepared 
for the encounter, The gisnt seeing the 
Janger that threatencd him, was on the 
look out to dodge the ball, which he did 
when the piece was discharged. Of thi» 
the chief took advantage to rush by him 
before he could recover bimself, reached 
‘the judgement seat of NJengei, and now 
onjoys celestial Lappiness! 

| Besidus the entire form of a serpent, 
\Ndengei is sometimes represented as 
baving only the head and half the body 
ofthe figure of that reptile, while the re- 
‘mainiog portion of his form is a stone, 
s gnificant of eternal duration. 

No one preteo ls to know tho origin of 
\Ndenyei but maey assert that be has 
‘peeo seu by mortals. Thus, ho is re- 
‘ported to bave appeared under the form 
a mao, dressed ia masi (white tapa.) 
a fler the fushion of the natives, on the 
beuch, pear Ragiragi. Thence he pro- 
ceeded to Mbenya, where, although it did 
not please him. oa account of [its rocky 
shores, he made himself manifest, and 
lthence went to Kavtavu. Not liking the 
latter place, he went to Rewa, where he 
‘took up his abode. Ilere he was joined 
by another powerful god, called Warua 
to whom, aficr a time, be consented to 
resign this locality, on condition of re- 
egiving the choicest paris of all kinds o 
food, as the heads of the turtle and pig 
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vitaimed, dy Cuutioning them not to talk 
a Feejee mam or, lu. othet words; not 
to tell aay Les, 

Adroit ly iug is regarded as an accom 
plishment, and one who ia etpert at it is 
sure of a comfortable subsistence and a 
fr.endly reception wherever he goes. 
Their own weakness in this respect docs 
not render them suspicious, aud nothing 
but what is greatly exogorated is |.kely 
lo be believed. la illustration of the lat- 
ter trait, | was field by Paddy Conde. 
that he never told thein the truth when 
he wished to be beleved, for of it they 
were s!ways incredulous. He maintain- 
ed that it wes absolutely necessary to tell 
them lies in order to receive credence. 

Tue religion of the Feejecans, and the 
practices «hich are founded upon it, differ 
materially from those of the lighter-col- 
ered Polynesian people. 

The tradition given by the natives of 
the origin of the various races is singular, 
and gut very to themeclves. 
All aro enid to have been born of one 
pair of first parents, The Feejco was 
first born but ected wickedly and was 
binck; ho therefore received but little 
clothing. ‘Tongo was next horn; he acted 
less wickedly. was whiter, and had more 
clothes given him, White men, or L's 
palengis, come inst, they acted well, 
wero white, and-had plenty of clothos. 

They have a tradition of a great flood 
or deluge. which they call Walaru-levu. 
Their account of it is as follows: after the 
lands had been pcopled by the first man 
and woman, a great rain took piece, by 
which they wore finaly submerged; but. 
Kefore the highest pines were covered 
by the waters, two large double canoes 
made their appearance; in one of thes- 
was Rokors, the God of -carpentors, in 
the other Rokola, his hond work min., who 
ricked up some of the people, and kep 
them on board until the waters had subs 
sided, afier which they wore again lan- 
ded on tho Island. lt is reported that in 
former times canoes wore always kopt io 
readinces against another inundation. 

Tho persons thus saved. eight in num 
her, were landed at Mbenga, where the 
'wighest of their gods ie said to have made 


chiefs, in particu‘ar, pay great atlon-

which are still held sacred. Under thi- 
‘agreemeut, he determined to proceed to 
Verata, where lie has resided ever since, 
land by him Verata is belicved to have 
boon rendored impregnable. 

Next ia rank, ic their mythology, stand 
two sons of Ndengei, Tokairambe ant 
Tui Lakemba. These act as mediators 
|Setweee their father and inferior spirits 
They are said to be stationed, ia the form 
‘of men. at the door of their father’s cab- 
„o, where they receive and transmit to 
bim the prayers and supplications of de 
‘parted souls. 

The grandchikiren of Ndengei are 
third ia rank. They are innumerable, 
and each has a peculiar duty to perform. 
of which the most usual is that of presi- 
ding over islands and districts. 
| A fourth class is supposed to be made 
up of more distant relatives of Ndengei. 
These preside over separate tridos, by 
whose presis they are consu'ted. Ther 
shave no jurisdiction beyond their own 
tribe, and possess no power but what is 
doputed to them by superior deities. 

In addition to these benignant beings, 
they believe ia malicious and mischiovous 
god. These reside in their Hades, which 
they call Mbulu (underneath the world.) 
There reigns a cruol tyrant, with grim 
napect. whom they name Lothia. 8. 
muialo (destroyerof souls) is his colleague. 
and sits en tho brink of a hugs fiery ev 
ern, into which he procipitates doparted 
spirits, 

Theso notions, although tha most pro- 
valent, are not universal. The: the go“ 
of Muthuata is called Radinadina. [Ic 
is considored as tho son of Ndengei. [lere 
also Rokora, the god of carpenters, is 
held in honor; and thoy worship alse 
Rokavona, tho god of fishorman. 

The people of Lakemba believe that 
departed souls proceed to Namuka’iwu, 0 
piace in the vicinity of the sea. [er 
hey for a time exercise the saine employ: 
mont as when in this life, after which 
they die again, and go to Mbulu, where 
thoy ace mot by Samuialo. This — 
empowered to hurl into the fiery gul 
these whom he distikes. On Kaatav. 
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Nauvoo, Hancock County, Illinois, Woduesday, June 25; 1845.

Another belief is, 
that the departed spirit goes before tbe 


st it. Ifthe spirit exh.bits any 
signs of fear, it incurs the Csplensure of 
the god, but if it advances with courage, 
received with favor. | 

On Vanua-leva it is beli¢ved that the 
souls of thei¢ deceased friends go to Dims 
ba dimba, a point of land which forms 
Ambeu Bay. lere they are supposed to 
pass down into the sea, whero they are 
tiken into two canoes by Rokavona and 
Rokora, and ferried nero into the do- 
minions of NJengei.—When it blows 
hard, and there are storms of thuoder 
lightning and rain, the oatives say that 
the canoes are getting ready. 

Some few of the natives worship an 
evil spirit, whom they call Ruku-bafin- 
dua (tho one toothed Jord.) He is res 
yresented under the furm of a mao, hav~ 
ing wings instead of arms, and as provi- 
Jed with claws to seize his victims. lis 
iooth is described as being large enough 
to reach above the top of hie head; it is 
alleged be Mies through the air emitting 
sparks of fire. [le is said to roast in fire 
all the wicked who appertain to him. 
Those who do not worship him call him 
Kaloukana, or Kalou-du. 

At Reva, it is believed that tho spirits 
Gest repair to the residence of Nudeugei, 
who allots some of them to the devils fur 
food, and sends the rest away to Muka- 
jou, a small island off Rewa, whore they 
remain wotll aa appointed day, after 
which they ore all doomed to anrihilation. 
The judgements thus passod by Ndengei, 
seom to be ascribed rather to his caprice 
thao to any desert of the departed soul. 

This idea. of a secoud death is illustra~ 
ted by the following anecdote, related by 
Mr. Yanderford. This officer resided, for 
several months after bis shipwreck, with 
Tanoa, King of Ambau. During this 
time there was @ great feast, at which 
many Chicfs were present, who romained 
to sleop. Before the close of the even - 
mg Amdsoments, one of thom had ro- 
counted the circumstances of his kiliag a 
ae chief. Duriag the sight he 
had occasion to leave the house, and his 
superstition led him to beliove that he saw 
the ghost of his victim. at which he throw 
bis club, aud as ho asseried, killed it. 
Returning te the bousc, bo aroused the 
cing ond all tho other inmates, to whom 
he related what he had done. The oc- 
currence was considered by all as bighly 
mportant, and formed the subject of due 
Jouberaton. lo the morniag the club 
was found, hen it was taken, with great 
vomp aod parade to the mbure, where it 
was deposited as a memorial. All seemed 
to consider tho killing of the spirit as a 
total anuibilation of the person, 

Among other forms of this superstition 
regarding spirits, is that of transmigta- 
‘ion. Those who hold it think that spir- 
its wander about the villages in various 
shapes, and can make themselves visible 
or invisible at pleasure; that there are 
particular places to which they resort. 
and in pasaing these they are accustomed 
to mako a propitiatory oflering of food or 
cloth. This form of superstition is the 
cause of an aversion to go abroad at night, 
and particularly when it is dark, 

It is also a general belief, that the 
spirit of a celebrated chief may, afier 
Jeath, entet into some young miaa of the 
tribe, and animato him to deeds of valor. 
Persons thus distinguished are pointed 
out as highly favored; in consequence, 
they receive great respect, and their o- 
pimions aro treated wuh much considera~ 
tion, beides which, they have many per- 


sonal privileges.

The doitics whom we have named are 
served by priests. called ambati, who are 
worshipped in buildings denominated ims 
hure, or spirit houses. Of such bui'dings 
each town has at lengt on-, and often 
several, which servo also for entertaining 
strangers, as well as for holding councils 
and other public meetings. la these 
mbures, images are found; but theso, al- 
thongh much estcemrd as ornamonis, and 
held sacrod, arc not worsh'pped as idols. 
They are only produced on groat occa- 
sions. euch as festivals, &. 


THE REVOLUTION IN CALIFOR. 
NIX. 

Letters from Monteroy to the 
‘ngion Union furnish the following inſor- 
mation respecting the Revolution in Cal 
fornin: About eight years ago Don Juan 
. Alvarado, Don Jos» Castro. and oths 
ors, Californians by birth, aideé by seve- 
ral foreigners, took possession of Monte- 
rey, the archives and Government props 
erly, chartered an [inglish vessel, and 
vent the Mexican Oeneral, his officers 
ind their famities, to Lower California, 
and left them there, to find their way to

god Tureta, who, as it approsches, darts

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proceeded to take possession of er- 
ery part of California, with the different 
Emissions, and the many cattle belonging 
to the missions, and the different offices 
of honor and profit within this depart. 
iment. The Merians remaining in the 
country made an effort to put thom down, 
but failed. 

President Rustamente, the second year 
after this revolution, confirmed the Cali 
forfians in their different employments. 
During the time they held command, they 
ordercd almost every Englishman and 
American to bo arrested. Over one 
hundred veto imprisoned in Monterey 
at one time—over filty of these in a low, 
damp room, less than 20 ſeot square, 
without floor or windows. lu May, the 
samo year. many of the men were chain- 
od, six mad eight to a bar, into the 
shold of a vessel, and sent to San Blas.— 
| Fiftees months aflerward the Govern. 
ment of Mexico seat wr of them back 
to Monterey, several dying from fatigue 
and privatiuns. 

In the year 1843, General Manuel 
Micheltorena arrived in Caliſoruia with 
‘somo three or four hundred officers and 
sold ers. aad by orders of President Sans 
n Ana took command—putting out of of. 
fice some of tle Californians. Last No- 
tvember, Senors Castro, Alvarado and 
‘many of their codatrymen, again arose 
with the determination of sending out of 
their country the Mowfcan troops. The 
‘two partios met and made a treaty.— 
| Withia a month they each donied the 
trexty and again took up arms. 

she Californians, to the number of 
ono Woadred and fifty, went to the town 
of Angels, one hundred miles north of 
Mqntercy, and stormed it ia the night, 
wit} the loss of about two men. They 
wero joined by the Californians at 
that plage. On the 10th or 12th of Jan- 
vary, Gov. General Michelforena lef 
Monterey with his officers, one hundred 
and fifty Mexican soldiers, some citizens 
of old Mexico, sixty or eighty wild [ndi- 
ans, trained toarms by Captain Sutter, 
(a Swiss settler on ths river Sacrament, ) 
and ono hundred foreigners; a part of 
whom are settled on the same wer. 

Oa tho 20th of February, the two par 
ties (consisting of about six hundred men 
altogether, — Californians, for- 
eigners, and ladians,) into action.— 
Castro commenced the fight with cannon, 
firing large shot; and the Governor Gen- 
cral, on his side, returning his fire with 
grape. Both parties remained so apart 
all that day as not to lose aman. Ona 
the next day, (the 2ist,) tho battle again 
commenced, and was continued ia a warm 
and desperate contest. The Governor 
General, however, soon surrcadered ;— 
for forty or fifty foreignets having left 
him some time before, the remainder re- 


fused to fight agaidst their countrymen 
in the insurgent ranks. After the battle 
a treaty was made, by which was agreed 
that evory person on either side might go 
hero he wished—the soldiers to go to 
San Bias or remain citizens of Caliſor- 
nia. 

California, from Dodega to San Diego, 
is now once more under its own com- 
mand—tho Russians having left Bodega, 
which now belongs to Capt. 8. Smith of 
Baltimore, (United States of America,) 
who is a naturalized citizen of California. 
Whether the natives of this country wil 
keep among themsolves, ot be again cos · 
quered for a year or two by Mexico, re- 
mains to be seen. IC allowed to govern 
themselves, they acknow'edge the Mex 
can flag, and their laws, whea they 
please them. Don Pico has become Gov- 
ernor, as he is leading member of the 
House of Deputies or State Legislature ; 
and Don Jose Castro has become Com- 
mandment General of California, at the 
town of Angols, near San Pedro. They

The General and his officers are allow- 
od six days to arrango their business and 
take on board their families; they then 
proceed to San Mas, thence to tho city 
of Mexico.

axcertained thal not one man is even 
wounded—their respective situstions bo- 
ing tco secure, and the distance vory 
great. 

Affhirs are now apparently quiet in 
tho deparimeat of Upper California.— 
Cho mitives now hold the reias of gov- 
ernment under the expectation that the 
“upreme government of Mexico will con- 
firm their diferent acts and appointments 
At the sane time many have their fears 
that some Commander, more severe than 
the former ono, will arrive to punish 
them during the next year.

PATRIARCHAL. 

Since the poblication of the last Times and 
Seasons, we have frequently been interrogated 
bott the menning of some remarks made 
Ed. Wm. Smith in an article headed patriarch- 
sl, and concerning some expressivuns in 
the editoris! connected therewith; and as the 
nature of the office of Patriarch, docs not seen 
4% be fully understood, we thought « little ex- 
plesation on ibis point m ght not be amiss. 

So fer se the editoris! is concerned it was 
written rather hastily by our junior editor, W. 
W. Pheips, and did not come under our notice 
until efter it was published. There are some 
expressions contained io it, which might have 
been worded beitet and heave rendered it les, 
gubject to criticiem; but he assures us that no 
such intention was intended to be conveyed as 
shat which is conceived “by some. And con 
cerning Brother Wm. Smith, we ore better gc- 
qusinted with bim, and with his views, than to 
beliewe that he intend-d to convey any such 
idee as the One which some persons would put 
upon, or gether from hie sayings, 

In regerd to the office of Patriarch, William 
Smith has been orvained Patriarch fo the 
church; but he is not the only Putriarch, but 
Would act es senior Patriarch, holding the 
keys of that priesthood; and hie labors would 
be more erpecialiy connected with the church 
in Zien; and he would take the lead, prieri- 
ty, or presidency of the Patriarchal office in 
thie plece; and in this capacity if ther: 
should be « council of Patriarchs, he as 0 mat- 
ter of course would preside by right of office — 
But every legally ordained Patriarch has the 
same right to bless thot be hav, and their ad- 
minisirations are just as legal sshisare. Ev- 
ery ordinance thet is administered by a legal! 
administrator, is legal. A priest has just 87 
mach right to baptize s person fur the remission 
of sins es on elder, s high priest, or an apostle; 
but he cannot ley on hands for the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, because he does not posess the gu- 
thority todo it; but an elder does, and an elders 
edministration would be just as legal as the ad- 
meinigira:ion of any of the beforementioned per- 
sens, or as that of the president of the church. 

Every father, efter he has received his patri- 
atcha! bietsing, is a Patriarch to his own fam - 
by; and bes the right to confer patriarchal bles- 
ange upon his family; which blessings will be 
juet aslegol asthore conferred by any Patriarch 
of the church: in fect it is bie right; and « Pa- 
triereh ia blessing his children, can only bless 
as his mouth-piece. 

A Patriarch to the church’ is sppointed to 
bless those who are orphens, or have no father 
is the church to bleesthem. Notas stated in. 
edvertently, in the editorialiabove alluded 40. 
“to bless all, and such ar have not a father to 
de it.” for thie he could not do, where the 
church isso extensive; the burthen would be 
too onerous; hence other Patriarchs have been 
ordained, both in this country, and in England, 
to assist the Patriarch to the church, and hene. 
the provision made in the Book of Docirine 
and Covenants: “It is the duty of the Twelve, 
in all large branches of the church, to ordain 
weagelical ministers, (Patriarchs) as they shal! 
be designated unto them by revelation.” Page 
WA. And should any of those Patriarohs re. 
move here, they have just as much right to ad- 
Minister in their patriarchal office under the di- 
fection of the patriarch to the church, as an el- 

priest would, who should remove from 
22 the branches to this plece, under the di- 
Teelion of the presidency, Brother Wm. Smith 


however, “holds the keys of the patriarchal 
blessings upon the heads of all my people.“ and 
would of necessity have the senidrity, and of 


course the priority and presidency; yet it would 


be left for those who wished to be administered 
to, to make their choice; just as much as it 
would for a candidate for baptism to choose 
who should administer to him. 

The above is the true doctrine of the church 
im regard to this matter, and we speak of it for 
the information of the brethren at large, les 
those who may have received their petriarchal 
blessings from other sources, or from their fa- 
thers, might be tempted to think they were of 
no avoil, and also, to set at rest this agitated 
question. 

We now proceed to answer some of the te- 
marks which we have heard: 

We have been asked, “Does not patriarch 
over the whole church” place Brother William 
Smith at the head of the whole church as pres- 
ident? 

Ans. No. Brother William is not patriarch 
over the whole church; but patriarch ro the 
church, and as such he was ordained. The 
exptession ‘‘over the whole church,” ie s mis 
take made by W. W. Phelps. He ie patriarch 
ro the church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Ssints. The Twelve are commanded to ordain 
evangelical ministers in all large branches of 
the church abroad, and who has charge over 
them, the patriarch? No. Those who ordain- 
ed them, and to whom le committed the power 
and authority to regulate oll the affairs of the 
cherehes ebroad. And who bas be charge of 
the whole priexthood here? Acs. The presi- 
dency of the church; and not the patriarch. 

But docs not the Dook of Doctrine and Covc- 
nants san, 

First, I give unto you Hyrum Such to bes 
Patriarch unto vou to hold the sca‘ing blessings 
of my church, even the Holy Spiih of promise 
whereby ye ere sca'ed up unto the day of re- 
dentption, that ye moy not fall.” 

Yes, Bot that is in regard to seniority not 
n regard to authority in priesthood, for it im- 
medistely follows, “I give unto you my serv- 
ant Joseph to be a presiding elder over al my 
church.?? In page 110, D. C. we read “the duty 
of president of the office of the high priest- 
hood, is to preside over the whole church, and 
o be like unto Moses.” And from this it is 
evident that the president of the church, not thy 
patriarch, is appointed by God to preside. 

But does not the Patriarch stand in the same 
relationship to the church, as Adam did ty his 
family, and as Abraham and Jacob did to 
theirs? No. Thieis another mistake which is 
made by our junivr, acd one that may be very 
easily made inadveriantiy. Adam was the 
natural faiher of bis posterityy who were hie 


arch, prophet, price“, and king. Both Abra- 
ham and Jacob stood in the same relationship 
their families. But not eo with Father Jo. 
seph Smith, Hyrum Smith, or Williem Smith, 
Tuey were not the natural fathers of the church, 
and could not stand in the tame capicity se 
Adem, Abraham, or Jacob; but imsemuch 6. 
there bad been none to b'ese fur generation“ 
past, sceording to the ancient order, they 
were ordained and set spart fur the purpose of 
conferring putsiarchal blessings, to hold the 


that hed long been closed upon the human 
family: thet blessings might again be conferred 
according to the ancient order, and those wh. 
were orphans, or bad no father to bless them, 
might receive it through patriarch who 
should act ss proxy for their father, and that 
fathers might agein be erabled to act as pairi- 
archs to heit families, and bless their children: 
For like el! other ordinances in the church | 
this Lad been uegiected; and must needs be 
restored. But Feather Joseph Smith was not 
president of the church, nor the president“ 
counsel. Nor wos Ilyrum Smith either pre-si- 
dent or presidente counsel. He was once 
counsel but when he was ordained patriarch 
he give it up and another was ordained in his 
(Wm. Law) end in all probability if 
Br, William magnifies his calling he will not 
be abe hene firth to attend to the duties of on 
regard to blessing as his brot ver Hyrum did. Net 
as president of the church; but as patriarch to 
it. 

The president of the church presides over al! 
patriarchs, previdents,and councils of the church; 
and this presidency docs not depend to much 
upon gencalogy as upen calling, order, agd se- 
mority. James and Joses were the brothers of 
Jesus, and John was his beloved disciple, ye: 
Peter held the keys aad presided overall the 
church. Br. Wiilam woes in the Quorum of 
the Twelve yet he was not president of the 
Twelve during his brother's lifetime, nor since; 
and if being ordained a patriareh wou'd make 
him president of the church, it would have 
made Father Joseph Smith aud Hyrum Smith, 
presidents over the church iastead of Joseph. 

Br. Willem understands the matter, and 
were it not for the foliy of some men there 
would be no necessity for these remarks. 

A Patriarch is whet is termed in scripture 
an evangelis’, and Br. William acts in that ce- 
pacity, and Ged placed in the church “firs, 
aposties,” not first evangelists, but the presi- 
dent stands in the same relationship to the 
church as Moses did to the children of Israel, 
aceerding to the revelations, 

Agsin, who ordained Father Smith to the 
office of patriarch? Hie son Joseph: and Fe- 
ther Smith ordained Hyrum, and the Twelve 
(of whom Br. Williem is one) ordained him.— 
Who are appointed to ordain evangelical min. 
isters? (See page 104 D.C.) Cina stream 
rise higher than its fountain? No. Says Paul, 
“verily the leas is blessed of the better.” 

We think that every one will see that Br. 
William Smith's patriarchal office will not ex - 
althim higher in regard to pricsthood than be 
was before, as one of the Twelve; but will 
rather change. the nature of bis office. 

But will it take eny thing from his priest- 
hood? it may be asked. Ne. You cannot 
take any man's priesthood away without trans- 
gression. Br. Willem wil still retain the 
same power, pricsthood and euthority that he 
did before, and yet will ho'd in connexion 
with that the patriarchal office and the keys of 
that priesthood, and as one of the Twelve

Bank of the eat 
May 13, 1845. 

We have crossed the Nebraska and 
Kenzas rivers. It is now the 13th of May. 
and we are epcamped on the north bank 

the Platte river, whero we sha!! organ~ 
jae preparatory to our arduoos journey 
to the West. 

My teams, wagons cattle, and all con- 
cerned. have stood the trip. so far, (all 
things considered) better than | expected. 
My battle are thriving. I kill all my 

vos. 

_ The present emigrating party consists 
of about five hundred wagons—-one hun- 
dred and seven are in our company— 
thirty-five aro a few miles ahead, and 
some seventy are a few days behind. 

it is impossible to spenk definitoly as 
regards the number of teams. The num- 
ber of souls is sald to be boiween six and 


geven thousand. The number of cattle ief, 


immense—exceeding in all probability 
ten thousand head. Our teams, horses. 
mules, ponies, caltle and wegons, stretch 
ed out in procession some three miles in 
length on the broad prviries, present 
grand spectscle. The Caw Indians flock 
found us like crows. ‘Their business is 
to ‘swap’ ostensibly, but in reality it is 
begging and stealing. More or less ent- 
tle are stolen overy night. Those Indi- 
ans are groat cowards, poor and faithless. 
They meet you with ao nir of courtesy ; 
extend the hand of friendship in grace- 
ful waving circles to all, and shake hands 
most heartily with any one of tho coms 
pay who notices them most; and the 
next business is ‘swap,’ wap.“ la this 
traffic the supplying of their presen! 
wants is the standard value they ettach 
to thelr money. To all appensrances 
these Indians are in a wretchoc, slarving 
condition. 

Tho soil and face cf the country from 

Independence to the Nebraska river, is 
~ equal in point of beauty ond fertility, to 
any | have secn. Timber is vory scarce. 
Small groves. however, of an excellent 
quality, are found along the streams. The 
prairies ere beautifully rolling—the soil 
rich and deep. The Nebraska river has 
ahallow hanks, and its bottom is quick- 
sand. ‘Tho crecks which we have cros- 
ged, however. that empty into the Ne- 
braska, have deep banks and muddy bot- 
foms—on some the soil is more than fif- 
teen feet in depth. These deep channels 
and muddy bottoms, have given us much 
wouble. ‘Quite a number of catile in 
crossing them, get mired, and sometimos 
we have hed to hau! from fifteen to twen 
ty out by their horns. 

Limo stone is abundant on the prairies. 
A stratum of rock lies on a lovel, Show- 
ing itself above ground in almost every 
declivity which passes its level. 

Our road so far, has been ome good, 
although apparently not very direct to its 
course. | — sny but little of the pros - 
pects of the Oregon emigration. F can 
no only give you a faint idea of ite 
magnitode, and the charactor of the po- 
ple who compore it. From the best iafor 
mo tion | can obtain, the number of emi- 

nts will be five-fold to what it was 

year but you must bent in mind 
that it wes then greatly exaggerated.

Sad News from Central America. — By 
the packet Guatemala, from Ilonduras, 
on Monday, the New York Express has 
received papers and dates to the middle 
of March. 

Leon, the capital of Nicaragua, which 
had been in a state of singe by Gen. 
Malespin, was taken by force of arms 
after a bloody contest; and acts of cruel- 
ty were perpetrated by the conquerors 
equalled on!y if the wars of uon Ayres. 

The Gustamala Gazectio sisics, that 

more than a thousand pefsons were As- 
sassinated or burnt by Gen. Malespin, 
without distinction of the aged, women. 
children and priests. 
While the besiegers abandoned them- 
selves to these excesses, Gen. Cabanas 
and the other defenders of Leon retired 
with a few arms and the militaty chest; 
and on reaching the province of Salvador. 
of which Malespin is Governor, the man 
who hed the command in his absenco, and 
the people rose against Malospin. The 
chambors have declared his election pull, 
as the result of militery viclonce, and in. 
stituted proceedings against him, ordered 
his property to be scizod, and that, in 
caso of his refusing to appear on trial, he 
shall be held and treated as a treter. Ile 
was afiorwards ex-communicited by 
Bishop Vitorey, with ell the coremon'es 
of the church, for tho assassization of tho 
priests of Leon. 

Malespin, on his part, was marching 
for San Salvador, at the head of bis 
tronpa; and bis postion is exactly like 
that in which Gen. Santa Aana latoly 
placed himself in Mexico. 

Bishop Compoy, of Camnayngua, on his 

return from his consecration in Guateina. 
la, stopped within the limits of his dio- 
coso, and told the people not to procecd 
while Gen. Malespia bad arms in his 
hands. 
The Government of Guatoma'a hed 
prohibited the admission of tho Jesuit 
fathers: who were in tho city or. their way 
to that state, and did not permit them to 
land in the port of Izabel. It appcers 
that this was done because the President 
Gen. Carsera, had received information 
that they wore going to exort themselves 
to secure hie overthrow, We are ars 
sured, however, that he has paid \heir 
passage, although he does poi admit 
hem, 


Isle Royale, Lake Superior.--We see 
it stated that the Iludson Bay Company 
have taken possession of tho Islo Rovale, 
Lake Superior. This island belongs to 
the United States, and conta ens two fine 
harbors. Whoever has possess'on of this 
land in time of war, commands tho lake. 
If the statement be correct, it is manifest- 
ly the duty of our Government to des- 
patch a small force to Isle Royale. im 
mediately, to oust the intruders of te 
Iudson Bay Company.
